SHORT AND SWEET 


Quirky questions add 
twist to coliege apps

Let’s say you are confronting one of the most 
important decisions of your life. But first, you 
must answer this: 

My favorite thing about last Tuesday? 

And do it in 25 words or less. 

The question may seem like it’s taken from 
Twitter or an online dating survey but it is de- 
signed for a match of a different sort: Getting 
into college. 

The essay question is new for 2012 appli- 
cations to the University of Maryland and is 
just one example of a wave of quirkiness and 


brevity that has swept the usually staid world 
of college admissions essays in recent years. 
Some colleges have added questions that 
might elicit answers more suitable for a text 
or tweet, and others have introduced video to 
the process. 

With deadlines looming at numerous top- 
tier schools, many high school seniors who 
have struggled with writer’s block are now 
in official panic mode. The traditional “Why 
this school?” treatise still is a fixture on most 
applications, but today’s high school seniors 
also are grappling with: 

Imagine you have to wear a costume for a 
year of your life. What would you pick and 
why? — Brandeis University in Massachusetts 

What is your favorite ride at the amuse- 


ment park? How does this reflect your ap- 
proach to life? — Emory University in Atlanta 
“Colleges have really thrown us a curve- 
ball,” said Eric Apgar, director of guidance at 
Sandburg High School in Orland Park. “In 
years past, we would tell students not to veer 
too far from the middle, to not be too strange. 
... But it seems like that’s exactly what post- 
secondary institutions want.” 

It’s not just content that has undergone a 
makeover, but the format as well. Along with 
the usual essay many campuses have added 
short takes of 20 to 25 words, such as: 

The best movie of all time— Columbia 
University in New Tbrk City 

It’s not just about appealing to the text/ 
Twitter/YbuTube generation, but about tak- 


ing another opportunity to get acquainted 
with the applicant, said Katherine Cohen, 
college consultant and founder of ivywise. 
com. 

“You really get a totally different feel for 
who that person is, especially with the short 
takes. It allows colleges to learn things they 
may not get from a transcript and a resume,” 
she said. “That’s why they’re fun.” 

Such questions irk Barmak Nassirian of the 
American Association of Collegiate Regis- 
trars and Admissions Officers. 

“It just reinforces that there’s some secret 
code that needs to be cracked to gain admis- 
sion,” he said. “How angry would an adult be 
if we had to answer these kind of bizarre ques- 
tions on a job application?”

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You friendly rat! 


University of Chicago 
study finds rodents out to 
heip their whiskered bros

As charges of greed, self-indulgence and self-in- 
terest fly in these hyper-partisan political times, 
humans might do well to look to rats for lessons 
in kindness and caring. 

A University of Chicago experiment to deter- 
mine how much empathy rats have for each oth- 
er had some surprising results, which were pub- 
lished Thursday in the research journal Science. 

In laboratory studies, a rat was restrained in a 
small cage that could be opened only from the 
outside. A second rat, seeing the dilemma of the 
trapped rat, immediately began tirelessly trying 


to find away to free his fellow rat. 

Eventually, the second rat taught itself to 
open the cage door, freeing the restrained rat, 
leading to what strongly resembled a triumphal 
celebration between the two. Even when faced 
with an alternative choice of chocolate chips, 
the rat would not be deterred from helping its 
fellow rat. 

As simple as it sounds, the experiment is be- 
ing hailed as a new paradigm that will help sci- 
entists trace the development of emotion in 
mammals back through the evolutionary tree. 

Previously, scientists thought that empathy 
and pro-social behavior to help others were 
unique to humans, said Jeffry Mogil, a pain re- 
search at McGill University in Canada who has 
done similar studies on mice. 

“This study shows the roots of human empa- 


thy didn’t just appear, but evolved,” said Mogil, 
who was not connected with the University of 
Chicago study. “It is very impressive, showing 
really robust and conclusive evidence that rats 
show pro-social [helping] behavior. You can ar- 
gue why the rats are doing it, but you can’t argue 
anymore that the rats are [not] doing it.” 

The experiment is the work of U. of C. doc- 
toral student Inbal Ben- Ami Bartal, her adviser, 
Jean Decety, a professor of psychology and psy- 
chiatry who studies human empathy, and Peggy 
Mason, a professor of neurobiology who studies 
pain modulation and relief 

Decety said it has been proved in past stud- 
ies that rats also experience a primitive form of 
empathy called emotional contagion— the sort 
of thing where if one baby in a group of babies 
begins to cry, they all break out in tears.

2 dead in Va. Tech shooting 

Tragedy returns to the university where 32 were slain in 2007 killing spree

BLACKSBURG, Va. Agunman ambushed 
and killed a campus police officer and 
later was reported to have been found dead 
Thursday at Virginia Tech University, the site 
of one of the worst shooting rampages in U.S. 
history 

Authorities declared the campus safe and 
lifted a lockdown after a nearly four-hour 
manhunt, seeming to lend credence to TV 
news reports that a body found in a Virginia 
Tech parking lot was that of the shooter. 

Police at a televised news conference 
declined to say whether they suspected a 
murder-suicide and offered no motive for the 
crime, citing an ongoing investigation. 

“Today tragedy again struck Virginia Tech 
with a wanton act of violence where a police 
officer was murdered during a routine traffic 
stop,” Virginia Tech president Charles Steger 
told reporters. “Words don’t describe our feel- 
ings.” 

The place where the officer was shot is in 
a parking lot in the shadows of the Virginia 
Tech football stadium. Small groups of stu- 
dents stood nearby as police removed yellow 
tape from around the crime scene Thursday 
evening. 

One student, sophomore Fuller Hoepner, 
19, said he stayed inside his apartment after 
he saw the school’s emergency message this 
afternoon: “shots fired.” 

“We did not move. We watched the news 
all day,” he said. 

The incident evoked grim memories of 
April 2007 when a mentally deranged student 
killed 32 people and wounded 25 before com- 
mitting suicide on the school’s rural campus 
in the Shenandoah Valley about 250 miles 
from Washington. 

It was the deadliest attack by a single gun- 
man in U.S. history 

In Thursday’s incident, the gunman walked 
up and shot dead a four-year veteran of the 
campus police force during a routine traffic 
stop, police said. 

The man then fled on foot toward a nearby 
parking lot, and a body later was found there 
along with a gun, police said.

BOOZE REVIEW 

BIG EDDY RUSSIAN IMPERIAL STOUT BY LEINENKUGEL 


What it is: A bold Russian 
imperial stout from 
Leinenkugel’s. Yes, the 
Wisconsin brewery known 
for light beers best suited for 
baseball games and mowing 
the lawn is getting ambi- 
tious. Its Russian imperial 
stout-“Dark and complex 
with 11 malts and grains bal- 
anced by three different 
and distinct hops,” the label 
says-is part of its rotating 
collection of seasonal Big 
Eddy beers. 

This is a bold, 9.5 percent 
ABV stout that not only turns 
the notion of Leinenkugel’s 
upside down, but it offers a 
hearty winter warmer. 


In the bottle: Pours straight 
black into your glass, looking 
almost like spent motor oil- 
a compliment, of course- 
foaming up into a dark tan 
head. It smells earthy and 
chewy, with overtones of 
licorice, ripe fruit and booze; 
if I didn’t know better I would 
have guessed it was barrel- 
aged (it’s not). It is also chewy 
in the mouth, comprehen- 
sively filling the senses and 
full of roasted warmth. It fin- 
ishes, however, with a surpris- 
ingly dry and admirable snap 
that makes it drinkable. 

It’s easily the best 
Leinenkugel’s beer I’ve had. 
Side note: I drank a bottle 


of the 2011 release with a 
bottle from 2010, which was 
a revelation. In a year. Big 
Eddy Russian Imperial Stout 
became silkier, rounder and a 
little sweeter. 

Drink it with: Barbecue. Or 
it would be a nice counter- 
point to a rich dessert such as 
creme brulee. 

Where to buy: Leinenkugel’s 
Big Eddy Russian Imperial 
Stout is available in four-packs 
at most finer liquor stores and 
on draft at Heartland Cafe 
(7000 N. Glen wood Ave.), 
among other locations.

With “The Sitter,” director David 
Gordon Green (“Your Highness”) 
has delivered his second mediocre 
comedy of 2011, this time without 
the use of a Minotaur penis. 

As R-rated bad taste once again 
stands in for cleverness, pre- 
weight loss Jonah Hill stars as a 
smug, lazy jerk who ping-pongs 
between being a nice, confident 
guy and the kind of idiotic door- 
mat who would endanger three 
children to buy cocaine for his 
almost-girlfriend (Ari Graynor, 
overdue for better jobs). 

Essentially redoing 1987’s more 
likable “Adventures in Babysitting” 
while adding gay stereotypes and 
a scene of a kid urinating on a bat 
mitzvah dance floor, first-time 
feature writers Brian Gatewood 
and Alessandro Tanaka get a few 
laughs from the awkward, mum- 
bly routine Hill does better as a 
sidekick, not a star.

Cody thankfully avoiding any new pop culture 


terminology delivers a few good one-liners 
(says Matt, self-aware to an unrealistic degree, 
“I’m a fat geek; I know what a zombie is”), she 
leans heavily on big speeches of explanation 
and on-the-nose emotional release, without 
fully developing anyone but Mavis. And Reit- 
man’s traditional desire for everyone to turn 
out OK once again rings false. 

Theron perfectly demonstrates the hovering 
embarrassment of a woman who used to be a 
big deal, yet where the movie’s power should be 
lies only cynicism. 

Suburban happiness exists for the domes- 
tically comfortable but not the lonely who 
haven’t shaken off their wounds any better 
than Mavis has outgrown her days as the prom 
queen. She often subsists on half-watching 
the Kardashians on TV, implicitly longing to 
be part of the world where beauty and money 
seemingly lead to no problems of any signifi- 
cance. Had “Young Adult” featured the latest 
footage from Kim’s failed marriage. Mavis 
would get her reality check much earlier.

That line, spoken 
about two pregnant 
women (Jessica Biel, 
Sarah Paulson) com- 
peting to deliver just after midnight Dec. 31 
and win $25,000, probably represents all that 
needs to be said about “New Year’s Eve.” 

But why would I stop there? 

In a film whose idea of timely humor 
means referencing “Girls Gone Wild” and 
Guantanamo Bay and whose storytelling ap- 
proach boils down to, “Why tackle one story 
sincerely when you can do a shamelessly 
superficial take on 12?” the world bears little 
resemblance to our own. 

A major record label is a family business 
where an executive (Josh Duhamel), tired of 
threesomes and looking to settle down, gets a 


laugh out of a Socrates joke at a swanky party; 
a nearly 50 -year-old singer (Jon Bon Jovi), 
who apparently performs only covers and 
pouts about the ex-fiancee (Katherine Heigl) 
he dumped, is considered the hottest thing 
in the music industry; and a sad woman (Mi- 
chelle Pfeiffer) quits her job so a courier (Zac 
Efron) can help her complete patronizing 
versions of her New Year’s resolutions before 
the new year even starts. Hey, why go to Bali 
when you can go to a Brooklyn spa that looks 
like the “Eat Pray Love” version of Bali? 

Many other big celebrities (Ashton 
Kutcher, Lea Michele, Seth Meyers) co-star 
alongside Oscar winners (Hilary Swank, 
Robert De Niro, Halle Berry), but describing 
every plotline would take longer than anyone 
spent thinking about the movie itself Repur- 
posing the more-is-more, so-dumbed-down- 
even-inanimate-objects-can-understand-it 
style they drooled out in last year’s “Valen- 
tine’s Day,” writer Katherine Eugate and 
director Garry Marshall clearly just wanted 
to apply the same mind-numbing hokiness to 
a holiday that the entire world has no choice 
but to recognize. 


That doesn’t mean “New Year’s Eve” is 
all-inclusive; the film still laughs at several 
minority characters’ (Sofia Vergara, Hector 
Elizondo) misuse of English and suggests 
that the only relevant New Year’s experi- 
ences take place in Times Square. After all, 
that’s where people test confetti and pause 
their party to watch a member of the Times 
Square alliance (Swank) speak so movingly 
about an electrical problem that she’s told, 

“ Y)u spoke eloquently about the ball getting 
stuck.” Really 

Just in case you think any shallow, blatantly 
obvious ideas didn’t make it into the movie, 
its creators toss in the requisite characters 
getting trapped in an elevator, an insultingly 
insincere nod to the military and pre- and 
post-movie voiceover clarifying the meaning 
of love and New Tear’s Eve— news flash: they 
are both good things. 

Couldn’t there have been an old horny 
guy and a generically cute kid or something? 
Wait, both of those are here too, further 
proving that parties like “New Year’s Eve” 
are the reason some people prefer to stay 
home.

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Theron’s getting 
good at going bad 


The Philadelphia Inquirer 

Charlize Theron’s first major role in three 
years finds the actress in fine form. 

Actually, scratch that. It finds Theron in ter- 
rible form: In “%ung Adult,” an uncomfort- 
able comedy from the “Juno” team of writer 
Diablo Cody and director Jason Reitman, 
Theron is Mavis Gary a boozing, depressed 
ghostwriter for a tween girls book series. 

When Mavis hears that her school beau 
and his wife have had a baby she falls into a 
funk. She decides to go back to her home- 
town and steal Buddy Slade (Patrick Wilson) 
from his new family and reclaim what’s right- 
fully hers. She piles into her Mini Cooper, 
pops in a mixtape and heads for hicksville. All 
sorts of destructive, obsessive, disastrous be- 
havior follows. 

“Mavis really has this incredible loneliness, 
that’s where all of this stems from,” Theron 
says about the messed-up woman she plays in 
“Young Adult. ’’Theron, winner of the best ac- 
tress Academy Award for her grueling turn as 
a serial killer in 2004’s “Monster,” is generat- 
ing Oscar buzz again for this latest role. 

But back to the loneliness. 

“I think that’s what people connect with,” 
Theron said recently on the phone from New 
York. “Because there are things that she does 
that we might not connect with— that are, in 


fact, pretty despicable. She does stuff that is 
hard to watch. But this foundation of loneli- 
ness, and this lack of a tool set to deal with 
these very adult issues ... I think that’s mov- 
ing, and relatable, and also very entertaining.” 

Some of the most moving and entertaining 
parts of Reitman’s film come when Theron’s 
Mavis strikes up a friendship with a townie 
she meets in a bar— who had watched her 
longingly, and invisibly back in their high 
school days. Comedian Patton Oswalt plays 
this guy who comes with his own emotion- 
al— and physical— handicaps. 

“I had never met Patton before,” Theron 
says. ‘And he’s incredible. Funny perceptive. 
And his character is kind of ethically there, 
whereas Mavis has thrown her ethics out the 
window.” 

Theron didn’t accept the role without some 
trepidation. 

“It scared me— not in the sense of the sub- 
ject matter, but more in the sense that I better 
not ‘eff ’ this up.” She laughs. “Like, can I actu- 
ally pull this off?” 

But Theron “definitely saw all the potential 
that this character had. For me, it always takes 
a little while to figure things out. ... I had to 
sit with it a bit, think about it and daydream 
about it and get scared of it and say ‘No, no, I 
don’t think so,’ and then ... ‘^s, OK!’ ”

The film focuses on Fred’s psycho- 
logical grip over Janet (played by Em- 
ily Watson) as opposed to the terrible 
murders. It’s still a grisly tale, fueled 
by West’s mesmerizing performance. 

West was able to Listen to police 
recordings to help his performance. 
“After you’ve listened to a guy for 
about 50 hours you tend to just know 
how he thinks and clicks and speaks 
and what makes him tick,” he said. 

What West noticed most about 
Fred was his ability to manipulate 
those around him— and not just Janet. 

“In photographs of him with 
police, the police are often smiling,” 
West said. “But there was a discon- 
nect for him. He’s talking about 
chopping up his daughter like chop- 
ping wood or putting the trash out.” 

West said he was happy filming 
took just four weeks, because he 
didn’t want to spend any more time 
plumbing Fred’s psycho psyche. And 
as to whether he will do another 
“pretty dark and pretty intense” killer 
role, he was quick to answer. 

“I was offered another one actu- 
ally,” he said. “But I think I’ve done 
that.
